WILMINGTON - This season we 
are going to have to wait a bit 
lopger before we can beat the bug. 
The bug in question would be the 
flu virus, of course. Wilmington flu 
clinics originally scheduled for the 
third and fourth weeks of October 
have been pushed back to 
November. Specific dates have not 
been determined just yet. 

“We're hoping to hold the clinics 
in early November,” says Town 
Nurse Ann FitzGerald. “However, it 
all depends on when we receive the 
vaccines.” 

‘Those vaccines will be a little slow 
in coming this season because the 
state has cut their availability by 
ten to twenty percent. 

“I know that people want to get 
their flu shots right away, but this is 
am unusual year,” says FitzGerald. 
“Due to complicated manufacturing 
processes, the government had to 
cut back on what it purchases from 
its providers.” 

‘A new strain of the flu virus, 
ealled A-Sydney, has thrown scien- 
tists for a bit of a loop and has left 
manufacturers scrambling to 
enhance their vaccines. The 
Commonwealth receives its vac- 
cines from two out-of-state manu- 
facturers, Aventis-Pasteur and 
Wyeth.

WILMINGTON - A case of two 
men breaking and entering at the 
Village Apothecary on Lowell Street 
was foiled early on the morning of 
Sunday, September 17 

One of the suspects was caught, 
but the second one got away, and so 
far the caught one has not spilled 
the beans on his friend. 

When James McDonald, age 27, of 
Winthrop, and his accomplice, 
name unknown, broke through the 
lock on the front door of the Village 
Apothecary at 5:17 a.m. on Sunday, 
they must have thought that they 
had everything under control. For 
starters, the alarm at the store had 
gone off four hours. earlier that 
morning, leaving Wilmington police 
believing that perhaps the two 
would-be thieves were testing 
authorities in advance for their 
response-time. Second of all, the 
two men had a police scanner 
installed in the red Jeep Cherokee 
that one of them was keeping run- 
ning in the back lot of the store dur- 
ing the break-in four hours later. 

When the alarm at the store went 
off shortly before dawn, it was 
Officer Paul Krzeminski who first 
reported to the scene. As he pulled 
into the narrow lot out front of the 
store, he noticed the red Jeep 
Cherokee pulling out quickly from 
the thru-way behind the building. 
The jeep, which was carrying the 
two men, had Rhode Island license 
plates. 

Officer Krzeminski radioed other 
officers and proceeded to pursue 
the escaping Cherokee. 

The pursuit evolved into a chase in 
which the red Cherokee sped as fast 
as 60 miles per hour up Lowell and. 
Main Streets before taking a left! 
onto Burlington Avenue. The driver: 
of the Cherokee turned off the jeep's; 
lights in order to prove more elu-} 
sive. Eventually, the jeep turnedi 
right onto Route 3A on its way.to; 
Billerica, only to double-back 
pull into the lot of Burlington Cycle: 
on Cambridge Street in Burlington. § 

The red Jeep came to an abrupt 
stop when it smashed into a dirt pile 
in the lot. Both men leaped out of 
the jeep and fled into the nearby 
woods, 

Only MacDonald was found. A 
Burlington police officer and his K- 
9 dog ventured into the woods and 
found the Winthrop resident crouch- 
ing and hiding behind some brush. 

MacDonald has been charged 
with breaking and entering and 
receiving stolen property.

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Pagan ae FRIENDS DRIVE DRUNK] : 
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Teen drinking: The double edged sword | 
of responsibility swings both ways 


For quite some time now, rumors of teenage alcoho! ana 
drug abuse have circulated quietly throughout the community 
of Wilmington. It is important to stress, of course, that such 
sentiments are rarely expressed as facts, but merely sneaking 
suspicions, when various people in town vent about the state 
of the community’s youth and the schools that they attend. 

Whether such notions are real or imagined or accurate or 
exaggerated, the foundation of these rumors come bubbling to 
the surface when an incident occurs, such as the one that 
unfolded at the dance at Wilmington High School last week- 
end. It was at this dance on Saturday night that six teenagers 
failed breathalyzer tests that were administered to them when 
it became apparent to the adults in the room that they had been 
drinking. The results from the tests indicated that, between 
the six students, some of them had perhaps taken just a sip or 
two of alcohol while others had consumed too much of it 
Unfortunately, one student needed to be taken to the hospital. 
The good news is that the student is going to be okay. 

On the subject of underaged drinking, the answers to such 
questions as who, what, when and where extend well beyond 
the specific, short replies of “six students,” “drinking 
alcohol,” “at the high school dance,” and “on Saturday night.” 
On the contrary, the answers can quite possibly be better 
answered by replying “lots of teenagers,” “drinking alcohol 
and abusing drugs,” “many times, particularly on the week- 
ends,” and “at parties and other social gatherings.” The 
reality is that Saturday’s incident is not isolated. 

Then there's the question of how, which, respectfully, shall 
be addressed in general terms, not specific terms geared 
towards the six students who are already in the process of 
learning hard lessons. 

How do teenagers get alcohol? Do they have older siblings 
or friends who buy beer and liquor for them? Are they not 
being carded at liquor stores? Do they own authentic-looking 
fake I.D.s? Are they sneaking alcohol from the fridge at 
home” 

Then there’s the tougher question, the question of why. 

Why do teenagers drink alcohol? Is it peer pressure, the 
seemingly inescapable notion that everyone else is chugging 
beer? Quite simply, do some teenagers like the taste of beer 
and other related drinks? Are some teenagers sadly choosing 
alcohol to dull down the difficulties and challenges of depres- 
sion and low self esteem? Does drinking make them feel like 
adults? Are they participating in a pattern exemplified to 
them by the adults around them? Might they be aping cool 
characters that they see in movies and television and commer- 
cials? 

The answers, as any parent or guidance counselor knows, 
are not cut and dry. They vary from teenager to teenager. 

However, we may find ourselves having to ask these 
questions less often if we adults accept our positions as role 
models and expect responsibility and accountability from the 
under-21 crowd. 

One night, a few years ago, I was having dinner with my 
family in a restaurant in Fitchburg. While we ate and talked, 
a high school athletic team was seated at nearby tables, 
obviously celebrating either a successful game, a champion- 
ship win, or an overall good season. As the young sportsmen 
ate and laughed, their coach made his rounds, going from 


table to table, slapping his all-stars on, their backs and : 


cracking good-natured jokes with their moms and dads. As he 
did this, he had his fingers wrapped around the handle of a full, 
frosty mug of beer. 

Is it a bad thing that the coach had the beer? That's up for 
debate, isn’t it? One the one hand, he was a grown man, well 
over the age of 21, perfectly in control of himself, providing 
that he didn’t have too many refills on that mug. It could be 
said that he was enjoying a privilege to which his students 
were too young to be entitled. 

Let's look at the other hand, though. What message was he 


sending to the teenagers in his presence? That perhaps he, 
personally, needed an alcoholic beverage to have fun and 
celebrate and relax and enjoy himself? -Might a few of the 
students and their parents have wondered why the coach 
couldn't have had a Coke like the rest of them? 

The teenage years are difficult ones, riddled with insecurity 
and desires to define one’s self. A lot of teenagers are much 
smarter than they are given credit for, observing the world 
around them and paying special attention to adults and the 
way they act. 

Sometimes these teenagers turn to the likes of such incen- 
diary rappers as Eminem, and, oh, yes, it makes the jobs of 
adults so much tougher. Often, though, perhaps more than we 
realize, they turn to us. 

What are we showing them? What are we giving them to 
work with? To play off of? Do we dismiss their drinking as 
social rites of passage? Do we remind them that underaged 
drinking is illegal? Do we tell them not to drink and then live 
by example, choosing not to drink in their company? Or do we 
tell them that they are not old enough to drink yet, only to be 
seen with alcohol ourselves, making beer and liquor present in 
their lives as we watch TV, mingle at family gatherings, or 
hang out with friends? 

Again, these are not cut and dry questions. Their answers 
vary from adult to adult. They’re certainly worth asking, 
though, especially if they prompt much-needed adjustments in 
our performances as role models. 

Teenagers must meet adults half way, though. There is a 
lot that parents can do to teach their kids about alcohol and 
drug abuse, but when teenagers are alone with their friends 
they are literally on their own. 

If they don’t drink, then good for them. Teenagers who 
start drinking or abusing drugs as a youth are infinitely more 
likely to become addicted to such substances than somebody 
who takes their first swig of a Margarita at age twenty-five or 
thirty. ; 

If they do drink, though, then they should take responsibil- 
ity for their actions. They should seek a healthy balance of 
accepting discipline and confronting the need to obey the law 
and, most importantly, respect their bodies and minds. 

If they do drink and they do not get caught, then, well, they 
should at least know very well the positions taken by the 
authority figures in their lives -- or, to put it less threateningly, 
the ones in their lives who love th2m. Such knowledge will help 
them with increasingly positive results as time passes. 

Of course, it is terribly important for teenagers to be “cool.” 
Unfortunately, a student's social standing in high school is 
determined practically across-the-board by whether or not 
they are perceived as “cool” in the eyes of their peers. 

Many students equate cool behavior with nonconformity. In 
their eyes, nonconformity calls for dressing differently, speak-

Let’s say one of them cracks open a can of beer or 
lights up a joint and begins passing it around the group. As the 
beer or the joint makes its way around the circle, everyone 
either takes a swig or a hit. 

Now let’s say that you make the decision not to drink or 
smoke anything when the substance in question makes its way 
into your hands. Imagine that you skip the opportunity for the 
buzz or the high. 

Nowask yourself this question: Ina group of ten people, nine 
of them indulged in an illegal practice, and you decided better 
than that. Who, then, is the true nonconformist, the individual 
who has listened to oneself and proceeded against the grain 
with the courage of their convictions? 

Legally, it is a question that you must ask yourself, for the 
possibilities of charges and police records are at stake. 

Socially, it is a question that is up to you to ask yourself, for 
it is your health and the truth behind your friendships that are 
at stake. 

The trick is answering wisely and believing in yourself and 
trusting that in time you could emerge as a role model too.

Nickerson bullies way 
through for big game

Tewksbury senior running back 
Erik Nickerson has spent three 
years doing the dirty work for his 
backfield mates, At 5-foot-10 and 
nearly 200 pounds, he makes a good 
battering ram, opening up holes for 
his more svelte teammates 

Going into the season opener 
against Division 1 Super Bowl 
champ Everett, senior Ryan 
Carlson was supposed to see a lot of 
carries out of the backfield. In prac- 
tice, however, both he and senior 
running back/receiver Mark 
Boudreau came up with ankle inju- 
res. 

Nickerson was called upon to 
carry the load at running back. He 
responded with a breakout day, reg- 
istering 102 yards on 20 carries and 
two touchdowns, and made it clear 
that the Redmen have another op- 
tion out of the backfield, of the 
more bruising variety 

Head coach Brian Aylward was 
impressed with Nickerson’s grasp 
of the finer points of the game, his 
vision on the field for instance 

“He's not just a bull you know,” 
said the coach. “A couple of times 
we had blocking schemes set up a 
certain way, and I could see from 
the sideline it wasn’t there. And 
usually you're going to have a kid 


go there anyway. He uses his expe- 
rience, reads the thing, and bounces 
the thing outside. And some of his 
better runs were that way.” 

Inside or outside, Nickerson was 
not dropped by the first hit, con- 
tinuously dragging defenders an 
extra couple of yards. Against a 
bigger opponent like Everett, his 
combination of speed and power 
proved effective. Without injuries 
to many of their skill players, the 
Redmen could have presented many 
different looks. 

But it was not to be. Nickerson 
chugged away, but he was often 
butting heads with bigger players 

“I think we all worked as hard. 
They just had the God-given abil- 
ity,” said Nickerson. “They just had 
bigger size. They were all bigger 
andstronger. We executed well. We 
just have to shake it off and comé 
play next week.” 

Onthis week, Nickerson did what 
he could to overcome the Crimson 
Tide. At the end of the first quarter, 
he accounted for 20 yards on the 
ground during a drive that the 
Redmen needed fo knot-the game 
and shift momentum. But a penalty 
and a sack stopped them cold. 

Just before the half with Tewks- 
bury down two scores, he ripped off 
runs of 6 yards, 6 yards, and 10 
yards to move his team into Everett 


territory. Once again, however, pen- 
alties derailed the drive. 

Nickerson finally got the Redmen 
on the board witha 10-yard burst up 
the middle that showed he has speed 
to go with his size. He added a 
one-yard plunge for a TD late in the 
game. 

It must be tough to balance the 
joy of personal accomplishment 
with the disappointment of the 
team’s loss. But Nickeron saw hope 
in the play of his line. 

“They did their job. I did my job. 
We played good. I congratulate all 
of them,” he said. 

And he knows that the real sea- 
son starts next week when Tewks- 
bury faces Merrimack Valley Con- 
ference foe Chelmsford. 

“That was a bonus game right 
there, and we didn’t get it,” he said 
of the Everett battle. “We'll have to 
come out flying for the MVC next 
week.” 

You'd think the rest of the con- 
ference would feel good about their 
chances after Tewksbury’s bitter 
loss. With the emergence of 
Nickerson, however, and the re- 
turn of his injured teammates, the 
Redmen actually become a better 
bet to do serious damage in the

“During his 57 year legal 
career, John Hancock Kimball, 
who celebrated his 86th birthday 
in May, has represented hun- 
dreds of clients,” notes the 
“Lynnfield Villager.” 

“Having had the good fortune 
to draw on his legal expertise, 
those clients are no doubt grate- 
ful Mr. Kimball did not pursue 
his original choice of careers, 
which was music. 

“In 1936 John Kimball gradu- 
ated Harvard, not anticipating 
that he would eventually acquire 
a law degree. 

“At that time Kimball was 
prepared to embark on a music 
career: writing it, arranging it, 
and producing it. 

“While at Harvard (the first 
time) Kimball earned a 
Bachelor of Arts degree with a 
Music major. And then - bucking 
a 120 year old tradition that led 
Kimball men to careers in law 
and/or finance - he chose to be a 
musician.

First things first 
in Stoneham 


When this year’s freshmen 
ventured into their new home at 
Stoneham High School, another 
group of “freshmen” planned to 
join them the members of the 
first group of adult mentors, 
who will meet with the Class of 
‘04 during the 2000-2001 school 
year,” notes the “Stoneham 
Independent.” 

“More than 30 business peo- 
ple have signed on for a pro- 
gram that Chamber of 
Commerce Board member Craig 
J. Celli, Esq. and Superinten- 
dent Dr. Joseph Connelly proud- 
ly proclaim is the first of its 
kind in the Stoneham school sys- 
tem. Celli - along with commit- 
tee members Stephen 
DeCrescenzo (EXIT Personal 
Choice Realty) and Judy Fox 
(New Beginnings Counseling 
Service) - has worked with the 
School Department since 
January to establish the para- 
meters and program of work 
that will guide the mentors 
through their first year. 

“Enthusiasm is high on all 
sides,’ reports Celli, following a 
recent informational meeting 
for potential mentors; and, he 
adds, ‘applications are coming 
in daily from those who want to 
work with the students!’ 

“Celli and his committee met 
with the Stoneham School 
Committee in early August to 
present the program for the 
Committee’s approval. Dr. 
Connelly and Stoneham High 
School Principal Thomas Ryan 
joined in the presentation, pro- 
viding an outline of the first 
year’s program that include an 
orientation session for all men- 
tors, and classroom meetings 
with the students at least three 
times during the school year. 

“Mentors must be adults 
working in Stoneham, either as 
a business owner or employer, 
or living in Stoneham, who do 
not have students currently 
attending the high school. 


Additionally, mentors are asked 
to agree to a CORI investiga- 
tion, a requirement for anyone 
who works in the school system. 

“We are starting off on a 
small scale; says Celli, ‘with the 
hope that the program will 
flourish and expand over the 
next few years, to a point where 
every high school student will 
have a mentor experience. We 
believe that this will happen and 
are grateful to Dr. Connelly and

For most couples, a wedding 
cake is as integral a part of the day 
they exchange marriage vows as 
the rings or the white gown. Just 
like tossing the bouquet, cutting 
the cake is an expected part of the 
festivities. The cake fits the bill as 
long as it is big and white, maybe 
with some frosting flowers and lit- 
tle bride and groom figurines on 
top. 

But some brides are opting for 
fantasy cakes that embody their 
hopes and dreams for their wed- 
ding day and married life. Rather 
than traditional wedding icons, 
these cakes are personal symbols 
that reflect the lifestyles and per- 
sonalities of the people they’ Te cre- 
ated for. 

Would your dream cake be 
snowy smooth with a cascade of 
white chocolate roses, or would it 
match exactly the French lace and 
seed-pear! pattern in the wedding 
dress? How about a 4-foot replica 
of the i Tower made from croc- 
quemevuuche, or a beach-themed 
cake covered with iridescent shells? 

Confronted with requests like 
these, a commercial baker might 
laugh or quote a price that would 
cause tears. But a handful of spe- 
cialty pastry chefs and cake design- 
ers use forms of sugar like gum 
paste, fondant icing or pastiallage 
to make these cakes. Their skill 
allows brides everywhere to have 
the kind of cakes commonly seen 
at high-end weddings in New York 
or San Francisco. Often, these cake 
artists create their works entirely 
from scratch, so the cakes taste as 
good as they look. 

“Brides seek us out because the 
mainstream bakeries aren't pro- 
viding what they want,” said Loree 
Luther, pastry chef and owner of All 
in Good Taste in San Diego. “I 
hear, ‘I want my cake to be differ- 
ent. I don’t want it to be like every 
other cake.’” 


A PERSONAL STATEMENT 
Josephine Piraino knew she 
had to have an extraordinary cake 
on the day she wed Steve Chave. As 
a cake decorator for a grocery store,

“The details were so important 
to :ne,” said Piraino, 25. “I just 
had a vision in my mind and went 
from there. I wanted mine (my 
cake) to be different and reflect 
me. 

She found what she was look- 
ing for in a magazine, sort of. The 
cake created for Sarah Jessica 
Parker and Matthew Broderick 
was a five-tiered blue, purple and 
green affair accented by iridescent 
pearl trim and bright-gold swags, 
star bursts and flowers on the icing. 

Piraino loved the ornate design, 
but not the colors. She hired 
Fernando Viveros of Crumbs of 
Paris, in El Cajon, Calif., to create 
a similar cake in her wedding col- 
ors of white and gold. She chose 
him because she loved the taste of 
his cakes, and the prices were the 
most reasonable she could find. 
His prices per serving start at $1.75 
and can climb to $25, depending 
on how elaborate the cake is and 
whether it uses lots of gold. A cake 
like Piraino’s would cost $2,500 
to $3,000. 

Viveros, whose experience 
includes architectural school and 
culinary classes in London and at 
Le Cordon Bleu in Paris, said the 
cake wasn’t easy. Rather than make 
an exact replica of the one in the 
magazine, he borrowed some ele- 
mente and created a whole new 
cake 


He used rolled fondant icing 
brushed with iridescent edible pow- 
ders to give the cake a satin fin- 
ish. He created swags from gum

How to properly 


care for your 
wedding gown

Considering how much money 
and time are spent picking out a 
wedding dress, it only makes sense 
to keep your gown in perfect con- 
dition — both before and after the 
wedding. 

Keeping your gown clean and 
pristine before the wedding is fair- 
ly easy, providing you follow a few 
simple steps. 

Experts suggest that you pick 
up your dress from the bridal salon 
a few days before the big day. Once 
you get the gown home, take it out 
of the garment bag and hang it 
somewhere where it won't be 
pressed against other clothes, such 
as a guest room closet. If you don’t 
have any extra closet space, you 
can hang the dress from a hook, 
light fixture or door, as long as it’s 
away from traffic. 

The bodice of the dress will be 
stuffed with cardboard and tissue 
to help prevent it from wrinkling. 
Keep the tissue in place until just 
before you're ready to wear it. On 
the day of your wedding, you may 
want to press out any wrinkles 
that have formed. 

Use a cool, dry iron and press 
through a piece of white cloth to 
protect the dress. Instead of an 
ironing board, experts suggest 
using an ironing mitt. Do not 
attempt to iron your veil.

The food has 
been eaten and the friends have 
gone home. The leftovers are a 
great husband, a promising fu- 
ture and a beautiful gown. The 
husband and future are in your 
hands.

If you want your wedding 
gown to be beautiful for sisters, 
daughters and grand daughters, 
then you must act very soon af- 
ter the wedding. As impossible 
as it seems, wedding gown pres- 
ervation is another detail that 
should be planned before the 
wedding day. Stains can be- 
come permanent in a very short 
period of time as oxygen reacts 
with acids and oils found in 
every day substances. The re- 
sulting oxidation reaction is 
really a chemical burn of the fi- 
bers. Hot weather dramatically 
increases the prospect of irre- 
versible damage. 

A gown will develop perma- 
nent stains from traces of per- 
spiration and beverages that 
are not easily seen. Delay in 
cleaning or improper cleaning 
will oxidize or “set” these 
stains. A gown properly cleaned 
but not properly packaged to 
protect it from oxygen and air 
pollutants will yellow and liter- 
ally turn to dust over time. 

The good news is that a 
gown, that has been carefully 
worn, properly cleaned, prop- 
erly packaged and properly 
stored, can be used in weddings 
separated by many decades. 

Before the wedding find a 
dry cleaner you trust and ask a 


friend or relative to deliver the 
gown within a few days after 
the wedding to that cleaner. Ac- 
cording to Bruce Smith of 
Fresh Touch cleaners in Win- 
chester these are a few of the 
questions you should ask and 
the answers you should receive 
before selecting the proper 
cleaner. 

Q: How soon will my gown 
be cleaned? 

A: We pre-spot and clean 
gowns within one week of re- 
ceiving them. This is important 
because Champagne, wine, per- 
spiration and even soft drinks 
have acids and oils that will re- 
act with oxygen to cause per- 
manent discoloration if left on 
the fabric too long. 

Q: What cleaning process do 
you use? 

A: Each gown is treated as 
an individual. Each has a dif- 
ferent combination of fibers, 
fabrics, laces, pearls and se- 
quins. Some beads, pearls and 
sequins can not be dry cleaned. 
Also, each gown has its own as- 
sortment of food, beverage and 
hemline stains. We use the com- 
bination of spot cleaning, dry 
cleaning and wet cleaning that 
will give us the best result. 

Q: Spot cleaning? Dry 
cleaning? Wet cleaning? 

A: Spot cleaning is the use of 
specific chemicals to neutralize 
and remove substances from a 
small area of the fabric. 

Dry cleaning is an over all 
cleaning process that involves 
immersion of the entire gar- 
ment in baths containing sol- 
vents, soaps and sizings. Little 
or no water is involved. Agita-

tion is carefully monitored. Dry 
cleaning is particularly benefi- 
cial for silk, acetate, rayon and 
wool fabrics. 

Wet cleaning involves im- 
mersion of the entire garment 
in water containing special 
soaps, softeners and sizings 
Again, agitation is carefully 
monitored. 

Q: What is preservation? 

A: The first and most impor- 
tant step is cleaning to remove 
substances that will cause a 
chemical reaction with the fab- 
ric. The next step is packaging 
the gown to prevent damage 
from exposure to oxygen, in- 
sects, moisture and light. All 
bust forms, tissue paper, films 
and boxes are specially pur- 
chased for fabric preservation 
All materials are acid neutral- 
ized to be sure they will not de- 
teriorate and emit fumes that 
will harm the gown. 

Q: Once it is packaged, can 
I look at it? 

A: Yes, our preservation 
boxes all have windows so our 
customers can see the gown 
without exposing the gown to 
oxygen and moisture. If you 


would like to remove the gown 
from the box, remember to 
choose a day with low humidity, 
beware of perspiration on 
hands or if trying on and re- 
package the gown as soon as 
possible. 

Q: Where should I store the 
packaged gown? 

A: Heat speeds up deteriora- 
tion of fabrics. Do not store the 
gown in an attic. Choose a liv- 
ing space in the house such as 
under a bed, in a closet or ina 
cool dry basement.

pick up their dress immediately 
after the reception, which is unnec- 
essary.) 

Waiting until after your hon- 
eymoon is perfectly acceptable, 
providing you don’t have a huge 
red wine stain on your dress. 

Although your neighborhood 
cleaner may be capable of clean- 
ing your gown, you will probably get 
better results if you take your dress 
to a cleaner who specializes in wed- 
ding dresses. Find out how long 
the company has been in business 
and how many dresses it cleans 
each year. 

Be sure to ask about guaran- 
tees and do not sign any disclaimer 
that releases the cleaner from 
responsibility for damage to your 
gown during cleaning. Some clean- 
ers carry a special insurance pol- 
icy that insures gowns at their pur- 
chase price or appraised value. 

If you know the origin of any 
stains, be sure to alert your dry 
cleaner as it will allow them to 
remove the stain more quickly and

easily. Betore taking your dress to 
the cleaner, remove all shoulder 
pads, dress shields, metal stiffen- 
ers and flower trimmings. 

The cost to have your gown 
cleaned varies, depending on the 
type of dress, how much fabric is 
involved, the type of stains and 
other factors. Normally, though, 
you can expect to pay about $200. 


PRESERVING YOUR GOWN 

After your dress has been pro- 
fessionally cleaned and pressed, 
it’s important to have it properly 
stored so that it will look just as 
beautiful 10 years from now as it 
does the day of your wedding. 
Although you can do your own 
packing and storing, it’s advisable 
to have a professional preserve 
your gown. 

Your dress should be packed in 
acid-free tissue and placed in a 
dustproof, acid-free storage box. 
Silica gel is normally added to 
absorb any moisture. Store the box 
in a cool, dry atmosphere away

Do not store in an attic or base- 
ment. Attic heat can produce yel- 
lowing and basement dampness 
can cause mildew. 

Do not store your gown in any 
plastic bag or cardboard box that 
is not specifically identified as being 


“acid reduced” or “acid free.” 

Experts suggest inspecting your 
gown every year or so and refold- 
ing it along different lines to help 
prevent permanent creases. When 
inspecting your dress, you may 
want to wear cotton gloves so that 
oil or dirt from your skin doesn’t 
stain the gown.

world that they are today. 

Well, they don’t look like look- 
alikes anymore Bridesmaids have 
never looked lovelier, because recent 
trends tap into their older and 
wiser years to let them emerge 
with almost as much individual 
expression in what they wear as 
the bride herself. 

Naturally, the bride is the one 
who choses the overall theme and 
style of her wedding, but not with- 
out input from her bridesmaids — 
and today, most of them want dress- 
es they can wear again after the 
wedding, and they want styles that 
look like evening fashions every- 
where else —in other words, real- 
ly beautiful dresses and, frequently, 
sexy ones at that 

Right now, that translates into 
two-piece dresses or dresses that 
might be in the same fabric and 
color, but in different silhouettes 
for each bridesmaid. 

“The newest thing is how close 
the bridesmaids’ dresses are to 
ready-to-wear evening fashion,” 
notes Millie Martini Bratten, edi- 
tor in chief of Brides magazine 
“By that, | mean separates, a real- 
ly great-looking tank top or slim 
top with a slim skirt and, say, a 
thin beaded belt. Or a strapless 


dress. It’s evening glamour.” 

At the Dallas-based Watters & 
Watters evening wear company, 
Maria Prince, vice president, says 
it was her company that started 
two-piece dressing for bridesmaids 
13 years ago. But she agrees with 
Bratten that this trend has never 
been as popular as it is right now. 

She says that when bridesmaids 
choose to have their own styles 
(say, an A-line skirt for one, a slim 
skirt for another, or different styled 
tops), the unifying look is the same 
fabric in exactly the same color. 
That's because it is ordered from 
the manufacturer or designer at 
the same time to ensure that the 
different styles can be cut from 
the same dye lot. 

“We recommend eight weeks 
for ordering,” says Prince. “But 
that means eight weeks from the 
time you order, not from the time 
you start looking.” The Watters & 
Watters Web sites (www.wat- 
ters.com or www.wtoo.com for its 
less expensive Wtoo line) cannot 
be used for ordering, but the Web 
is a wonderful way for the bride 
and her attendants to be looking at 
the color and style of what the 
bride has in mind. 

Ideally, she and her bridesmaids

from the wedding date, allowing 
bridesmaids enough time for any 
alterations once they get their 
gowns. 

Prince says most bridesmaids 
like to get their dresses one month 
prior to the wedding. 

And what are the hottest looks 
for spring? 

Sherbet colors. Silky satins. 
Floaty chiffons. Bratten notes that 
platinum — perhaps nodding to 
the millennium — is very popular, 
along with sophisticated pastels 
like pale mint, warm peach or blush 
colors like a rich cream paired with 
a soft mocha. And brights like rasp- 
berry can be as popular as the sher- 
bets like mango. 

Donna Morgan, who designs 
the special occasion line of the 
same name, says, “Feminine dress- 
ing is what's new. I have used fab- 
rications that are younger in feel 
like crushed taffeta, satin, stretch 
and satin shantung. And the most 
significant difference in the brides- 
maids’ dresses this season is the 
back interest. It's about keeping 
the front simple with simple neck- 
lines, then in the back, adding 
strappy looks, low-cut backs, draw- 
strings. It's really the back that’s 
new — it adds sex appeal.” 

Watters & Watters likes to look 
at backs, too, accenting them with 
everything from tiny satin bows, 
to beads, embroidery and peeka- 
boo slits. 

In two-piece dresses, you'll find 
a lot of stretch microfiber styles 
to key in on the slimmer silhou- 
ettes. And, yes, there are still bouf- 


fant skirts, but not the ones of 
yore. Now they’re transparent, fre- 
quently in chiffon, and float on top 
of slim skirts underneath. 

As for accessories, the trends 
also mimic those found for glam- 
orous evenings. Small satin bracelet 
bags or slim beaded clutches like 
those from Judith Leiber not only 
reflect the ready-to-wear trends, 
but make perfect gifts to the brides- 
maids from the bride. 

Another smash hit with brides- 
maids echoes the craze that has 
wrapped up the entire fashion 
world. 

Yes, pashmina shawls are even 
heading down aisles. 

Bratten says, “Pashmina shawls 
or shawls made out of the same 
fabric or shawls all in the same 
color are great unifying looks.” 
They, too, could be the gift from 
the bride. 


Finally, when the bride goes 
shopping for her bridesmaids’ dress- 
es in stores, Bratten recommends 
that she take only one attendant. 

“One reader wrote us with a 
great suggestion. She said she took 
the bridesmaid who was hardest 
to fit with her, and that way, she 
knew the style would work for 
everyone else.”

paste painted with edible 24-karat 
gold and made raised curlicues 
with royal icing. The whole thing 
was topped with cream, peach and 
lavender roses. The cake inside 
was white chocolate truffle with 
white chocolate mousse and choco- 
late chips 

If a bride doesn’t have an idea, 
Viveros does a detailed interview 
to help figure out what kind of cake 
to create He often starts by ask- 
ing where the wedding is and what 
the dress looks like 

“Women are always so happy 
to describe their dress, and they 
give me all those details,” Viveros 
said “It's really great because they 
not only have a nice cake, but they 
have something that shows some- 
how who they are.” 

More typical styles for Viveros 
include oval Victorian cakes with 
lace-patterned trims, or elaborate 
all-white cakes adorned with tiny 
clusters of fruit and flowers or cov- 
ered with tiny squiggles called 
Cornelli lace.
